ORDER 

New Delhi, the 8th May 1956 

G.S.R. 869. —Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that it is neces¬ 
sary so to do for controlling the rise in prices and preventing the hoarding of rice 
and paddy in the States specified in the Schedule below; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3A) of 
section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1B65 (10 of 1956), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby directs that notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section 
(3) of the said section 3 the price at which rice and paddy shall he sold in any 
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locality in the said States in compliance with an Order made with reference 
to clause (f) of sub-section (2) of the said section 3 shall be regulated 
in accordance with the provisions of the said sub-section (3A),
